Group I, claim(s) 1-16 and 48-50, drawn to method of diagnosing 
decrease/increase vascular function/risk by assaying number of endothelial 
progenitor cells. 

Group II, claim(s) 17-19, drawn to a method of treating a subject with decreased 
vascular function via endothelial progenitor cell therapy. 

Group III, claim(s) 20-29 and 51-53, drawn to a method for screening compounds 
that affects vascular function or used for treating cardiovascular disease. 

The invention(s) as claimed lacks utility because Kalka et al, Circ. Res 86:1198- 
1202, 2000, teaches a method for screening agents that affects vascular function, 
comprising administering an agent to a subject and assessing the change the number of 
endothelial progenitor cell in response. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special 
technical feature of group I is the diagnosis of vascular function/risk. The special 
technical feature of group II is the cell therapy. The special technical feature of group III 
is the identification of therapeutic agents, which modulates the number of endothelial 
cells in a subject. 
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This international searching authority considers that the international application 
does not comply with the requirements of unity of invention (Rules 13.1, 13.2, and 13.3) 
for the reasons indicated below: According to the guidelines in Section (9(i)(a) of Annex 
B of the PCT Administrative instruction, the special technical feature as defined by PCT 
Rule 13.2 shall be considered to be met when all the alternatives of a Markush-group 
are of similar nature.
